Children  and  old  people  discharged  from  hospital  are  followed 
up  until  fit. 

Ante  and  Pest-Natal  Care 


An  ante-natal  clinic  v/as  held  weekly  at  Moorland  Road  by  a 
Specialist  Obstetrician,  In  addition  a  Y/eekly  clinic  was  held  by  Mid¬ 
wives,  Relaxation  classes  have  been  established  at  Ihr  and  in  St,  Austell, 

A  mother’s  club  has  been  established  in  St,  Austell  and  has  very  successful 
meetings. 
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Iiifant  and  Child  V/elfare 

Clinics  are  held  fortnightly  at  St,  Austell  and  at  Par, 

The  attendeances  averaged  21,6  and  25*9  respectively,  Hnphasis  is 
placed  on  health  education. 

Domestic  Hel-p  Service 

A  total  of  90  persons  were  helx)ed  of  whom  13  were 
maternity  cases,  I'/Eary  of  the  cases  helped  arc  old  people  vho 
without  help  would  be  unable  to  stay  in  their  own  homes. 

Care  of  Old  Peo-ple 

The  Old  Peoples  ’'Jclfarc  Association  have  a  group  working 
in  St,  Austell  v;hosc  aim  is  to  give  help  and  adviae  to  those  who  need 
it.  The  response  has  not  been  all  that  was  expected  but  continued 
efforts  are  being  made  and  nev;  ways  sought  to  provide  this  help,  A 
Rest  Roout  has  been  ‘provided  in  the  town  for  older  p)Coplc  who  need  to 
pause  at  times  during  shopping  expeditiona.  This  room  is  open  twice 
weekly,  A  chiropody  service  is  also  available  to  those  v/ho  cannot 
afford  to  pay  from  slender  means.  Those  who  use  this  service  arc 
expected  to  pay  according  to  their  means. 

Hospitals 


The  only  hospital  in  the  area  is  the  St,  Austell  and 
District  Hospital  v/hich  deals  with  general  medical  and  surgical 
cases.  Cases  requiring  further  examination  and  s'pecial  treatment 
arc  sent  to  the  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary,  Truro,  J.fotcrnity  cases 
go  to  Redruth  and  infectious  diseases  requiring  isolation  or 
special  treatment  arc  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Truro,  A  few 
of  the  more  infective  cases  of  tuberculosis  arc  sent  to  Tchidy  but 
accommodation  is  very  limited.

Senitary  Inspectors  (Change  of  Designation)  Act, 1936 

This  Act  was  welcomed  by  the  officers  of  the  Public  ipalth 
Department  whose  new  designation  *Public  Health  Inspectors*  replaces 
the  old  term  'Sanitary  Inspectors'. 

This  is  indeed  a  welcome  step  as  v/ithin  the  old  title  th®^  ^/ord  *^'^nitary 
seemed  always  to  call  to  the  minds  of  most  of  the  general  public  a  mental 
picture  of  servers  and  drains  which  completely  masked  most  of  the  other 
very  important  duties  embracing  such  work  as  meat  and  food  inspection. 

Pood  Hygiene  and  Housing  Inspection. 

The  feeling  of  the  officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department  there¬ 
fore  is  one  of  deep  satisfaction  at  being  re-designated  with  a  title 
which  indicates  more  truly  the  nature  of  their  duties. 

During  the  year,  as  a  result  of  the  Report  of  the  Vforking  Party  set 
up,  to  inquire  into  the  Recruitment,  Qualification  and  Training  of 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  sweeping  changes  were  made  in  the  title  and  composition 
of  the  Body  responsible  for  the  training  and  examinations  of  Sanitary 
Inspectors, 

These  changes  were  many  but  the  most  important  were*.- 

(a)  Reconstituting  the  examinating  body  with  much  greater  representation 
for  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  changing  the  name  from  the  'Royal  Sanitary 
Institute  and  Sanitary  Inspectors  Joint  Board  to  'The  Sanitary  Inspectors 
Education  Board, 

(b)  Transferring  the  power  to  examine  for  further  certifica'J  ^6  such  as 
The  Meat  and  Pood  Inspectors  Certificate  and  The  Smoke  Inspectors 
Certificate  from  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute^  to  the  new  Education  Board 

(c)  The  new  Education  Board  to  approve  courses  for  all  its  examinations 
and  to  approve  Local  Authorities  for  the  purpose  of  Practical  Training, 


SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OP  THE  DISTRICT 


WATER 

Consumer  demands  for  v/ater  were  adequately  net  in  all  parts 
of  the  districto 

Bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  regularly  on 
both  the  raw  and  treated  water  from  all  sources.  Traces  of  oontamination 
have  been  found  at  one  or  two  sources  but  not  on  the  distributing 
system,  indicating  that  methods  of  chlorination  are  satisfactory. 

The  water  supply  in  the  district  is  soft  and  the  high  silica 
content  provides  a  natural  check  on  plumb o-solvency.  Lead  pipes  arc 
not  used  on  drinleing  supplies,  plastic  or  copper  tubing  being  the 
standard  materials  used  throughout  the  district, 

Approxiiijotcly  97^  of  the  houses  in  the  district  have  a  piped 
supply  and  most  have  water  indoors.  During  the  year  nev/  mains  were 
laid  at  Eastbourne  Road  and  Crinnis,  An  emergency  diesel  pumping 
plant  was  insalled  to  pump  water  from  7heal  Rashleigh  Pit  to  Bodelva 
reservoir  and  this  additional  supply  almost  certainly  prevented  a 
shortage  during  the  su'nmer  months, 

SEV/ERilGE  AM)  SE.7ACE  DISPOSivE 

Thece  have  been  extensive  changes  to  the  sc^verage  system 
at  Bar  and  St,  Blazey  where  the  first  stage  of  the  new  scheme 
including  a  new;  sewerage  works  and  two  puraping  stations  are  in 
operation  and  the  second  stage  of  the  scherae  is  in  progress.  The 
reconstruction  of  the  ser^;age  works  at  Molinnis  has  also  been  completed, 

DISINFECTION 


Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  as  required  and  a  total  of 
16  rooms  were  disinfected  during  the  year, 

R/iTS  AND  MCE  DESTRUCTION 

This  service  was  v7ell  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The

The  twice  yearly  treatments  were  carried  out  in  April 
and  September  and  the  Sewers  v;ere  fo\ind  to  be  in  a  very 
satisfactory  condition  «  These  treatments  v/ere  administered 
under  the  ’’Block  Control”  system  as  advised  by  the  Ministry's 
Pest  Officer  in  the  interests  of  economy, 

(a)  Refuse  Disposal  Works 

Those  were  regularly  surveyed  and  treatments  carried  out 
as  required* 

(e)  Farm  Premises 


Survey  work  on  farm  lands  was  continued  during  the  year* 

It  was  fo-und  that  quite  a  number  of  farmers  have  baiting 
agreements  with  the  County  Agricultural  Committee  to  rid  their 
land  of  rats.  Weekly  treatments  were  carried  out  under  arrangements 
with  the  occupiers* 

PUBLIC  CLEMSINO 

This  activity  is  under  supervision  of  the  Surveyor,  A  weekly 
refuse  collection  is  in  operation  thoroughout  the  Urbam  District  but 
in  aertain  very  congested  areas  in  Mevagissey,  vi/here  there  is  no 
storage  accommodation,  collections  are  made  thrice  vi/eekly.  Refuse 
is  disposed  of  at  tips  at  Mevagissey,  Menagwins  and  Par, 

PUBLIC  CONVENIEIDES 


The  Urban  area  is  moderately  well  served  with  conveniences 
which  are  supervised  by  the  Surveyor’s  staff,  A  tv;ice  dailjr 
cleansing  service  is  maintained  in  the  toT?n  area  and  at  Par  and 
Mevagissey  during  the  summer  months.

It  is  again  emphasized  that  the  housing  shortage  in  the 
area  is  even  greater  than  reflected  in  the  Council’s  waiting  list 
as  owing  to  the  rise  in  the  cost  of  new  houses  and  the  consequential 
liigh  rentals,  many  people  prefer  to  remain  in  unsatisfactory  cottages, 
where,  however,  the  rent  is  controlled  and  indeed  in  many  instances 
abnormally  low. 

The  Council  owns  1^^673  houses  and  developcient  .  is  still 
proceeding  on  two  major  sites  including  one  site  which  will  be 
extended  by  the  inclusion  of  adjacent  land  and  is  ideally  suitable 
for  building  purposes.

(f)  5„:^tof  the  St,  Austell  U.  D,  C,  houses  are  of  the  one  bedroom 
type,  but  many  are  occupied  by  people  other  than  the  aged. 
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xhosG  figures  show  that  an  unduly  high  proportion  of 
old  people  live  under  difficult  conditions,  and  that  the 
aged  do  not  get  a  fair  share  of  the  amenities  provided  by 
the  welfare  state*  The  old  give  much  to  the  community  but 
they  also  require  muoh  as  their  strength  and  health  is  failing 
and  many  who  have  not  been  able  to  provide  for  the  future  live 
just  above  the  poverty  line,  A  civilisation  is  judged  by  its  care 
for  its  dependant  members* 

It  is  generally  agreed  that  whenever  possible  old  people 
should  lead  independant  lives  in  their  own  homes  or  in  a 
community  which  permits  a  considerable  degree  of  independence* 

At  least  500  of  the  942  dependant  older  people  live  with: 
relations  and  whilst  this  arrangement  is  in  many  cases  gladly 
accepted  it  can  constitute  a  major  burden* 

The  aged  feel  insecure  and  tend  to  hang  on  to  possessions. 
Many  are  unwilling  to  go  to  smaller  houses  as  it  means  getting  rid 
of  possessions  hardly  won  in  the  past  and  yet  it  is  essential  that 
for  their  own  sakes  they  should  lesson  the  burden  of  maintenance 
and  at  the  same  time  free  larger  houses  for  people  with  families* 

A  reversion  to  the  almshouse  type  of  dwelling  with  a  warden 
service  available  and  the  provision  of  mid-day  meals  to  those  who 
do  not  feel  vjilling  to  cook  everyday  v;ould  provide  the  most  elastic 
service • 

SLM  CLEARANCE 


During  the  year  further  progress  was  made  in  carrying  out 
the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  programme  and  the  work  is  now  well 
in  hand*  From  the  1st  years  programme  (i.e,  September  1955  to 
September  1956)  a  total  of  21  houses  were  demolished  while  during 
the  year  some  34  families  v;ere  rehoused  from  properties  scheduled 
for  slum  clearance* 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  steps  were  taken  to  proceed 
with  the  second  years  programme,  and  as  a  result  of  Official 
Representations  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  66  houses 
comprised  in  7  separate  areas  were  declared  to  be  Clearance  Areas 
under  Section  25  of  the  Housing  Act,  1956*  It  is  hoped  that  rapid 
progress  will  be  made  in  1957  towards  implementing  these  Clearance

The  measles  outbreak  continued  from  the  previous 
year  and  spread  from  the  eastern  part  of  the  area  to  the  west  and  north® 
The  majority  of  cases  occured  during  the  first  quarter  and  the  outbreak 
v.’as  mainly  in  children  aged  5-7  years 

V/hooping  cough  was  prevalent  during  the  first 
half  of  the  year.  It  v;as  relatively  mild  and  there  was  no  associated 
mortality. 


It  was  not  possible  to  trace  the  origin  of  the 
single  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis,  A  start  was  made  in  immunising' 
children  aged  2-9  years  of  age,  App)roximatcly  20%  of  parents  consented 
but  ov;ing  to  shortago  of  vaccino  it  was  possible  to  do  only  70  vacolnations 
or  2,3^  of  the  total  child  population  in  the  age  group.  It  is  obvious 
that  this  w'ill  have  little  effect  except  to  the  children  ¥;ho  are  protected. 
Evidence  from  the  United  States  and  elsewhere  indicates  that  tho  chance 
of  aquiring  paralytic  poliomyelitis  is  reduced  to  l/4  to  1/ 6th  after 
vaccination.  The  vaccine  has  little  or  no  effect  in  protecting  against 
non-paralytic  poliomyelitis.

Housing  repair  v;orks  were  carried  out  in  the  main 
after  verbal  notice  or  informal  notice  had  been  served,  it  being  necessary 
to  sorv^  only  4 statutory  notices  during  the  year.

Following  up  on  the  preliminary  work  on  slum 
clearance  commenced  last  year,  the  inspectorial  staff  and  the  Public 
Health  Sub-Committee  (Slum  Clearance)  visited  numerous  houses  and  proposed 
slum  clearance  ar^e.,  and  put  forw&rd  a  firm  programme  spread  over  eight 
years  (up  to  1965)  to  deal  with  the  problem  in  this  district. 

This  programme  was  subsequently  accepted  by  the 
Council  and  a  very  good  start  v/as  made  towards  implementing  the  scheme 
-21  houses  being  demolished  during  the  year  ■'while  34  families  were  re¬ 
housed. 


Difficulty  arises  in  rehousing  the  final  one  or  two  families 
in  each,  mainly  due  to  lack  of  suitable  housing  accommodation,  if  this  had 
been  available  the  figure  of  21  houses  demolished  might  well  have  been  doubled. 

Further  progress  ?/as  made  at  the  end  of  the  year  when 
se^en  separate  groups  of  dv/ellings  nomprising;  66  houses  't>ei’Q  declstred  to  be 
Clearance  Areas  vdthin  the  meaning  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  it  is  hoped 
to  proceed  rapidly  v;ith  these  dwellings  in  the  new  year  as  they  comprise 
some  of  the  most  unsuitable  living  accommodation  in  the  Urban  District, 
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dvjE»ing  thQ  year.

Pood  Promises 


The  number  of  food  promises  in  the  district 
registered  under  Section  i6  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  is  93 j  s-H 
being  premises  from  which  Ice  Cream  is  sold. 

There  v;ere  54  premises  registered  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949-54* 

861  inspections  and  visits  were  made  to  food 
premises  in  the  area  throughout  the  year  and  a  generally  high  standard 
was  maintained,  though  there  are  the  inevitable  few  shop-keepers  and  food 
handlers  who  appear  to  think  that  food  hygiene  and  absolute  cleanliness 
are  just  another  fad  of  the  Local  Authority,  and  need  constant  surveillance 
and  continual  reminders  as  to  what  will  be  accepted  hygiene  and  vjhat  v/ill 
not. 


The  advent  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations 
1955-56  strengthened  the  hand  of  the  Public  Health  Department  considercibTy 
and  within  two  or  three  weeks  all  food  premises  in  the  area  had  been 
circulated  with  pamphlets  describing  the  Regulations  and  informing 
everybody  precisely  what  the  Council  expected  of  them.  The  response  I 
feel  v/as  surprisingly  good  and  many  premises  immediately  put  work  in  hand 
to  p3;^ovide  hot  water,  sinks,  wash-hand  basins  etc. 

This  good  response  I  feel  was  partly  duo  to 
constant  routine  visiting  of  these  food  shops  by  the  Inspectorial  Staff 
v;ith  advice  and  suggestions  long  before  these  Regulations  came  into  force. 

During  the  year  3  Certificates  of  exemption 
from  the  provisions  of  Regulations  15^  l6(l),  l6(2),  19(l)  (^)  ai^^  "19  (l  ) 
(b)  were  granted  these  premises  being  at  London  Apprentice  where  no  piped 
water  supply  or  main  drainage  are  available.

During  the  year  numerous  visits  v;ere  made  to 
distributors  and  dairymen  throughout  the  district.  Milk  sold  in  the  area 
is  cither  of  T.  T.  quality  or  is  purchased  by  distributors  from  Dav;s 
Creameries,  Saltash  or  the  Dairy  Milk  Products,  Lostwithiol,  there  being 
no  Pasteurising  or  Sterilising  plant  in  the  district. 

Samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year 
and  submitted  to  the  R.  C.  I. ,  Truro  for  examination. 

(a)  Icecream  (Heat  Treatment)  Re)i:ulations 

A  total  of  22  samples  were  collected  during 
the  year  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratories,  Royal  Cornv/all 
Infirmarjr,  Truro,  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  Methylene  Blue

Each  of  these  camping  sites  was  again  fully 
Ijatronisod  during  the  Summer  season  and  the  usual  overflow  experienced 
of  campers  who  could  not  gain  admission  to  the  site  at  Pentewan  and  thus 
invaded  the  adjoining  fields  during  August. 

Licences  were  issued  for  owners  to  station 
caravans  on  private  sites,  in  many  of  these  cases  the  caravans  were  only 
required  pending  the  construction  of  houses  cr  bungalows  on  the  same  site*
